A wooden fleet at a flat rate of $2100 per ship has been re- 
jected by the Shipping Boai'd. Various reasons are given for 
this action. 
It seems that the bidder did not deposit the certified check 
required. Also, it insisted upon getting "the equipment and 
spare parts in storage," in addition to the ships. Further, the 
board doubts the bidder's ability to finance the deal. Finally, 
another and better bid has been received—an offer of $2400, 
from a presumably reliable concern that waived "the equip- 
ment and spare parts in storage" and was satisfied with the ships 
as they stood.

A LEXANDER M. HOWAT and August Dorchy, president 
JL\ and vice president respectively of the Kansas Mine Work- 
ers' Union, have gone to jail for calling a strike.

ment, however, but meagerly covers the case* 
Kansas has a law granting to workers and their organiza- 


tions every opportunity to bring their grievances tfo an Industrial 
Relations Court for settlement. But the law makes it a criminal 
offense for a labor leader, after adjudication of the disputed 
case in this court, to call a strike in any industry producing com- 
modities essential to the welfare of the public. 
It was open violation of this law that has deprived Howat 


of his liberty. He called a strike to force the payment of dis- 
puted wages to a miner. The Industrial Court, taking up the 
case, found in favor of the miner. Having been offered tho al- 
ternative of organized justice or force, Howat chose force, even 
tho organized justice made the award which it was vainly 
sought to win by force. 
To call a strike when just grievances can be satisfied no 


other way is not a crime. It is putting into use a legitimate 
weapon. To call a strike in defiance of law when fair recourse 
is provided in a court and when the strike would mean a cessa- 
tion of produtcion in an industry essential to the life of the pub- 
lic is a different proposition and may be forbidden by the law- 
making power of a state. 
There is no question in law or logic of the right of the pub- 


lic to protect itself from the violence of outlaw capital. Labor 
and capital, when reduced to the common denominator of force 
in defiance of law, in contempt of the ordered processes of jus- 
tice and menacing or destructive to the interests of the public, 
are one ana the same thing, and should be amenable to a com- 
mon penalty.
